I thought I should mention, however, that the heater specs for the CK1006 

in Sibley/Tube Lore do not agree with what's in the actual Ratheon handbooks. 
Sibley says 2.5V/2.0A. Ratheon says either cold cathode (OV/0A) or 
1.75V/2.0A. To operate the tubes cold cathode, there is a specified absolute 
minimun striking voltage and an absolute minimum load current. 


The reason I needed the information is that someone I know has several 
PE-237 vibrator power supplies made on various Orders between 1944 and 1951 for 
either SCR-694-C (BC-1306) or AN/GRC-9 (RT-77(*)/GRC-9). He is trying to 


get some of them working. In several editions of the TM's over the period 
1944-1956, the schematics vary. Some show a rectifier filament transformer 
winding for the 1006 and some show no connection to its pin 1. Until I 

discovered that the tube could be operated cold cathode, we were looking at having 
to tear into the units to correct what looked like an error in the 

schematic.

A very nice TMC (Technical Materiel Corp) GPT-750C2 needs a new home. 
The transmitter is located just north of Winston Salem, NC and would 
need to be picked up.

It's in quite good physical condition, apart from a few 
missing tubes. 


If you're unfamiliar with the GPT-750, it's an extremely versatile 
transmitter, self contained in a large 35" wide cabinet. Originally 
intended to replace the T-368, it could operate on any mode (CW, AM, 
SSB, FSK/RTTY) by changing out the center of three drawers. It has a 
built-in highly stable VFO, uses a pair of 4-400's in the PA, and is 
rated at 1KW for SSB and RTTY.

Good afternoon all, 


I'm in the process of building up some power supplies...and I'm 
wondering if I'm worried over nothing. 


While my question is applicable to several projects I've got going on, 
I'll use a possible TCS transmitter power supply design as an illustration. 


One power supply design on the ‘net shows a 560 VCT 200 mA transformer 
feeding a bridge rectifier via choke input. It shows the output as 
being +500 VDC, which seems a little hot for a TCS with a 400 VDC 
requirement. 


Looking at Hammond's transformer offerings, I spy a 450 VCT 300 mA 
transformer that when modeled with PSU Designer II, shows a spike over 
700 VDC open turn-on, settling down to 540 VDC no-load. At 200 mA 
output (about what the TCS transmitter would draw plus bleeder current) 
it shows just above 400 VDC output. 


(Yes...PSU Designer II comes out of the tube audio world, but seems to 
predict real-world behavior pretty well in my experiments. ) 


Being that the TCS uses a 1625 final, with a max plate volts of 600 in 
CCS service, will that initial turn-on spike up to 700 VDC do any 
damage? I don't think it will...the ICAS rating is 750 VDC. 


Same sort of question on the receiver side of things. Using a TCS 
receiver this time...it wants 220 VDC at about 26 mA. One design based 

on a non-ideal transformer I happen to own will run at just above 320 

VDC no-load. Once the set is drawing current, this drops down to 220 

VDC or so. Will some minimal time far above the rate 220 VDC do any harm? 


I don't think it will...especially if I keep the B+ turned off until the 
filaments are nice are warm, ensuring that the set immediately draws 
power once B+ is turned on. 


Being a product of the solid-state age, I'm used to thinking along the 
lines of applying 16 VDC to a 12 VDC solid-state circuit very likely 
will let the magic smoke out. I know tubes are far more 
forgiving...just want a sanity check that I'm not out in left field here.

First, the peak voltage of 450V RMS is 636 volts. This is what the first 
filter capacitor would charge up to assuming no current drain down stream. 
Because ancient tube gear designs depended on the slow warm-up time of tube 
rectifiers there was little need for voltage withstand capability 
exceptionally above the normal operating values. When solid state 
rectification became favored for tube equipment where there was little 
overvoltage allowance in filter capacitors time delay relays were 
incorporated to hold off application of high voltage until tubes were warmed 
up. Examples are the Tektronix 500 series oscilloscopes. 


You can incorporate time delay relays in your power supplies by building 
them from ordinary relays and those three legged silicon blowout mechanisms. 
Type into Google Images "DIY time delay relay" for some ideas.

Good morning Arden and all, 


Thanks for the replies both on and off-list confirming my thoughts that 
I was going to be okay in both the receiver and transmitter applications. 


For receiver supplies, I was also reminded of a circuit discussed on the 
ARC-5 list that uses an N-MOSFET, a string of zeners for reference 
voltage, and two resistors as a non-precision series voltage regulator. 

Oddly enough, I did find in my notes that I had built and tested one 
of these about a year ago with good results. 


The Tektronix time-delay relay mention made me recall that I have at 
least several 9-pin miniature-base time delay relays in the tube junk 
box that are, most likely, from Tek 500-series scopes. I need to dig 
these out and see if they could be used. 


I have no problems putting sand-state technology into my supplies, but 
I'd feel really nice being able to re-use these cool time-delay tubes. 


On the other hand, all of my supply designs to date include separate 
switches for filament and HV power, so I can let the filaments warm up 
before applying B+. Pretty sure that was something that was instilled 
in me here early on years ago with respect to the use of solid-state 
rectifier diodes. ;) 


Anyways...my power supply designs shall continue without further worry 
that I'm going to blow something up instantly. :)
